first  birthday,  but  with  a  tagged 
ocnslttatM  hk  health  seemed  as- 
sured for  soma  yean  to  come. 

Not  many  \veek.s  later  the  Premier 
wxs  called  upxm  to  gather  hU  col- 
IciRue.',  about  him,  and  convey  to 
them  the  unwelcome  t><«"g^  that 
the  surgeons  had  proneunoed  hk 
end  not  far  awai.  The  announoe- 
ment,  whkh  oaae  ftaa  the  Pre- 
mier, was  one  for  whkll  the  Lib- 
eral supporters  of  ttx.  Oliver  were 
not  altogetlier  unprepared.

If  will  l^e  on  account  of  his  con- 
irtiiution  t<i  tfie  political  life  of  the 
Province  that  Mr.  Oliver  will  be 
generally  remembered  by  the  mass 
of  the  reskMnts  of  the  ooontry,  but 
apart  from  fame  whMi  he  won  In 
that  partieular  and  trying  fletd  of 
endeavor,  the  aehlevement.s  of  the 
Premier  were  worthy  of  the  htKtie^t 
commcnd  >t Ion.  and  hl.'<  .story  mif»ht 
well  serve  as  an  incentive  to  action 
on  the  part  Of  ttM  youth  of  the 
country.

Robert  OUver.  had  beea  a  fviMr  In 
earty  MS.  and  hrter  entered  Into 
the  mlahiv  bnslnees  in  a  small  wav 
in  the  TflDage  where  Premier  Oliver 
was  bom.

But  while  allciidance  at  schools 
and  college's  v. a.-,  denied  him,  the 
Premier,  by  iea..on  o(  hi.s  natural 
aptitude  and  his  api)iu-at ion.  ac 
quired  a  fund  of  Information  that 
he  wu  a^  to  uae  to  thi  very  b«t 
purpoee.  He  was  aa  OBsaivereus 
reader,  gathering  a  woadsrfUlly 
varied  fund  of  knowledge  which, 
combined  with  a  most  retentive 
meinor\  inadO  hfett  S  dihslv  Of  tho 
firs'  laiik, 

A'  eleven  year-  I't  age  !w  'Aa"-. 
giving  one-half  ol  his  time  to  labor 
and  the  other  half  attending 
t^vfffl  Mid  gettim  the  mdlatents  of 
ednoatlaa.  Soea  after,  the  ttane  In 
school  wee  eihalaated  from  his  dally 
routine,  and  he  was  a  donkey  driver 
In  till  mines.  When  a  slump  in 
miinnk'  occurred  he  was  not  to  he 
daunted,  and  with  the  quali<\  I'f 
turning  to  his  advantage  the  op- 
portunities that  presented  them- 
selves before  him.  which  remained 
a  characteristic  throughout  his  en- 
tire life,  he  became  a  business  man. 
At  this  tender  age  he  conceived  the

their  samlngs  of  the  gmnmer.  The 

a rights  were  held  by  one  of 
nt  ef  England.  These  hlUs 
!B  lead  deposiu,  and  the 
Premiers  father  carried  the  privi- 
lege of  mining  there.  The  ore  was 
taken  out  by  employing  the  villagers, 
and  w«.s  hauled  bv  th*^  simple  con- 
veyances of  tho.se  days  to  sheds, 
whence  it  wa.s  later  shipped  away  for 
treatment.  The  pr.xess  in  a  time 
when  conditions  were  not  the  best  in 
angi*»M<  afforded  a  livelihood  to  the 
lease  holders  and  to  the  many  vil- 
lagers and  stood  betwesn  them  and 
want 

A  concellatlon  of  the  privileges 
from  the  proprietor  was  attended 
with  dire  results  for  the  villagers; 
a.s  Mr  Oliver  described  it,  '1  .saw 
children  with  not  enough  to  eat  " 

The  iiicldcnf  mnrknd  tyie  det,ermt- 
nation  of  thr  ( ider  Oliver  to  .sever 
his  connection  with  his  old  home, 
and  to  follow  the  example  of  so 
many  others  of  his  race,  .seek  a  live- 
lihood In  the  New  World,  where  un- 
der the  soaae  flag  oondltions  were  no 
diiTereat  and  where  oportunlties  lay 
ahead  for  industry  expended.

His  grea:  op[)ortunlty  ca 
elected  to  the  Legislature  about  the 
time  of  the  CWumbla  and  Western 
lallwegr  lands  Invsstlgstlca  which 
was  bsid  la  IMi.  aad  la  whkh  the 
late  Premier  had  a  most  important 
part.  Just  at  that  time  there  had 
been  an  'ippositiiii  In'incd  i.i  (i-.c 
existuii;  ( lovrrniiienl  wiUi  Riciiard 
McBnde  as  the  leader/  This  op- 
position, like  the  Oovemment  of  CoL 
Prior,  was  a  oompoelle  one  as  far  as 
party  politics  was  concerned.

Had  such  a  condition  of  affairs 
been  brought  about  it  is  very  dif- 
ficult to  forecast  the  rcults  ujvin

Sir  Riehard  McBride.  Had  they 
been  thrown  Ixito  the  eloee  assoela- 
tloa  that  would  have  arlMa  as  mem-

Mr,  Oliver,  while  he  might  be  re-

In  the  world  of  science  the  search  for  AiMolute 
Zero  is  like  the  search  for  the  Pole  in  the  world 
of  exploration  So  far  as  can  be  said  at  present,  it 
it  inpotsible  that  any  means  on  the  earth  should  ever 
bring  fk>wo  the  temperature  to  that  of  Absolute 
Zero,  which  was  calculated  by  Lord  Kelvin  as  274 
centigrade  degrees  below  freezing.  The  calculation, 
which  was  based  upon  scientific  laws  of  heat  and 
energy,  pointed  to  the  fact  that  this  was  the  coldest 
cold  possihle.  "  There  could  be  nothmg  colder  even 
in  the  unplumbed  realms  of  starry  space."  Sir 
William  Crooket  once  said  that  at  such  a  temperature 
ill  solid  matter  would  \>r  on  tlir  hrink  of  taking  a 
new  turn.  All  the  cxperlment.^  made  in  getting  near 
the  lowest  depths  of  temperature  pointed  to  the  fact 
that  when  it  was  reached  all  chemical  action  .ind 
all  motion  would  cease.  The  molecules  ot  matter 
could  not  move  becautt  if  they  cU  they  would  pro- 
duce heat  If  tliev  were  molecules  of  a  K.i^  tl-.ey 
would  he  motionless,  just  like  dtHt  at  tha  bottom  of 
a  flatk.  Yet  Sir  William  Crookas  Uonaif  laid  that

I.  years  later,  in  I90fl.  that  Dr.  K  amerlinRh  Ounrs. 
ol  Leyden  Umvcrsity.  solidified  helium  at  Leyden. 
Science,  therefore,  took  ten  yean  to  get  down  from 
I  3  drcrrr-s  cc;  '  >  il  >ve  Absolute  Zero  where 
solid  hydrogen  left  it.  to  3  degrees,  where  Dr.  Onnes 
reached  his  farthest  with  telid  hriiam.  lett  than  one 
degree  centigrade  a  year.  There  is  no  proi^ect  of 
keeping  up  that  pace.  A  mt  it  liquefied  by  sur- 
rounding it  by  another  gas  whkh  it  already  liquefied,

even  freshly  cooked  cliicken  or  other 
meat  will  actually  undergo  some 
harmful  chariges  in  two  or  three 
hours  if  allowed  to  remain  in  a  high 
temperature.  A  few  oenta'  worth  of 
ice  taken  along  with  your  picnic 
lunch  may  save  peodli 
and  unnecessary  doctor  bHls. 

Cut  down  on  other  expenses 
you  must,  but  don't  try  to 
on  lee.
